 Torrey Pines City Park needs input regarding park uses.  

 Mid-Coast Corridor Study – will extend light rail transit service from Old Town 

Transit Center to University City community including UCSD and UTC. 

 Crime Statistics – January – May, 2009. University City ranks 3rd property crime. 

Our police representative will come and talk to our group. 

 CPC Update – FBA and DIFS – collections have decreased. An ordinance to amend 

the Municipal Code regarding deferring fees will be heard by the City Council on 7-

7.  Public Comment:  Non-Agenda Items  

 A concern was voiced about the noise the new buses create while shifting 

gears on the grades near Gilman and Nobel. Don Martin from SANDAG will 

remeasure the noise and is open to having a committee to study the noise issue. 

 Question was asked whether there will be a traffic study for the U.C. Village 

Project.   
 

8.   Scripps Memorial Hospital CUP, Process 4, Two 313,00 sf hospital towers, 

141,000 sf office building. Presented by Lynn Heidel and CEO Gary Fieble.  
The CUP has been amended 7 times and this 8

th
 request is for Floor Area Restrictions 

(FAR) and height deviation. The height limitations are based on the 35 foot residential 

restrictions, which is already exceeded by other buildings. The Floor Area Ration (FAR) 

is .60 and .97 is requested.   

There were a number of questions about water usage, number of trips, FBA, trends, 

traffic flow, and hospital staffing. Reclaimed water will be used; traffic is measured by 

the number of beds, so there will be a reduction in the number of trips; no extra trips, 

hence no FBA; there is a trend toward one-person rooms;  the Super Loop stops at the 

hospital; staffing ratios won’t change. 

They will return on 9-8-09 with a new rendering and water assessment. And they will 

reviews the traffic study and any changes in the Mitigated Negative Declaration (MND).

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9.  Sephardic Synagogue presented by Ness Mitzion Association, proposal to 

purchase 15 acres from the City of San Diego at 5190 Governor Drive, Base Zone 

RS-1-7 and to develop a synagogue, school, and retail facility. Presented by David 

Caidar, Ness Mitzion Assn., John Goddard of Rick Engineering, and architect 

Michael Witkin. 

  

  There was discussion about the location of the project, the wetlands, the open area, 

willingness to build a fire station, usable vs. non-usable space; and why this project 

on this property. The City has the property listed “for sale.” The Community Plan 

designates this area for institutional use.   

   

10.   San Clemente Terrace, 5 lot subdivision and PDP, 1.6 acres (infill site on San 

Clemente Terrace). Presented by: Mike Rust, Newland Community Developers. 

 Zoned RS- 1-7. They want to build 5 homes on land zoned for homes. The need a 

PDP. The Board gave general input – no majors concerns were raised.  

 

11.  FBA – added item  
Motion: The University Community Planning Group opposes staff deferring paying FBA  

fees was made by George Lattimer and seconded by Bill Beck.  There was discussion. 

The vote was 6 in favor and 4 against. 

A second motion was made recommending that the City Council NOT approve an 

Ordinance amending the section of the San Diego Municipal Code relating to the Ctiy’s 

Facilities Benefit Assessment (FBA) and Development Impact Fee (DIF) Provisions. 

This was discussed and the vote was 8 in favor and 3 against.
